Hill's Journal of Health thus seeks to in- 
duce the variety in life which rests and 
recreates soul and body :

Get out ol 
the ruts, all of you; pay it neighborly visit 
three nights in the week; or lor two afternoons 
let there be a "let up" in the way of a drive- 
to the Central Park, a visit to the "village," an 
excursion on the river or in the cars, a picnic, 
a celebration, a horse-back ride of an hour or 
two, "there and back." What au appetite it 
gives! and the weariness — what a delicious 
sleep follows 1 

Get out of the rut, reader, two or three 
hours a week, and there will be no time lost 
by it in the long run.

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THE JACKSON PURCHASE. 

In the last number of the Hickman Courier 
U an article which revives an old and exploded 
suggestion that the counties in Kentucky 
lying nest of the Tennessee river, and known 
as the Jackson's Purchase, should be detached 
from this State an 1 annexed to Tennessee. 
Tot reisons urged fot this are — 1st, that the 
sympathies between the people ol that section 
are m ire in afti lity with thossof the people of 
Tennessee; and sjcond, that there is habitual 
neglect of that portion of the State by the 
Slate Government, which sees in it a people 
to be taxed and not to ba rewarded by politi- 
cal or other favor. 

As for the first plea, we should ordinarily 
yield to the better judgment of one upon the 
spot, and thereiore supposed lo be better able 
to judge of the temper of his people, but in 
this case we are seriously disposed lo question 
the correctness ol the Courier's statement. It 
is natural that the people along the Southern 
border of the Purchase, who have only an 
imaginary line to sepaiate them from their 
Tennessee neighbors, an 1 who intermarry and 
mingle in intimate social relations with them, 
should feel attached to them, and that 
both sides should profor to be under one 
State Government, but there is nothing 
in the geograph ical formation which should 
make the Purchase more naturally fall to Ten- 
nessee than Kentucky, since the same river 
which cuts them olF from the Capital of Ken 
tucky intervenes between them and Nash- 
ville. On the score of betteriog their condi- 
tion by a change of governments, we have no 
i lea that the proposition would be met with 
any considerable favor- 

But the main point lo which wo wish briefly 
to reply is that which charges the Stale Gov- 
ernment with grinding taxes out of tho peo- 
ple of the Purchase. The other argument is 
one of sentiment, which we are not so well 
prepared to write upon. The value of this 
one can be easily determined by facts and fig- 
ures; and, if we can show that the Purchase | 
actually receives from the Stale Treasury I 
in ire than it pays into it, we think we shall | 
pretty elFectuilly dispose of this grouni if : 
complaint. Let us see. The ' Purchase" 
comprises seven counties, Hickman, Pulton, 
Ballard, Calloway, Graves, Mar.-hall. and Mc- 
Cracken. The last Audiior*s report, page 
197, shows that the expenditures of Hick- 
man county, over and above its revenue, 
amounted to the sum ol $12,100, and for 
Fulton, a deficit ol $1,C70 81 ; while the 
net receipts of revenue paid by the other 
counties over and abovo e,xp;nditures, was 
as follows : Ballar,', $8J(j 2~> ; Calloway, 
$3,410 30; Graves, $8,101 89 ; Marshall, 
$2,200 18; McCracken, $15,451 15. This 
gives a total of receipts into the State Treasury 
from the five paying counties of $2'J 'JUJ 78, 
from which is lo be deducted the deficiency 
of tha non-piying counties of Fulton and 
Hickman of $13,830 81, and we have as the 
net revenue received.'rom the Puichase, $10,- 
163 07 . 

But this does not take into account the 
pro rata distribution of the school fund, which 
is apportioned to the counties at the rate of 
$2 30 for each child in the county, without 
reference to the tax collected in each county. 
Under this apportionment the counties in the 
Purchase, according lo the report of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction just issued, 
receive for the present school year as fol- 
lows :

They 
had, however, not been long in possession 
before Col. Whealon, commanding ihe U. S. 
ti oops at Pembina neir by, came down upon 
thuin unexpectedly, an:! captured the valiant 
O'Xeil and ten or twelve of his iroops, the 
remainder taking to liieir heels and gelling 
oil'. Sulisequently, it is slated that O'Xiel 
had an examination for violating the neutral- 
ity l?irs, and wa* released upon some techni- 
cality, lie ought to be put in a prison or 
a straight-jacket. Tho idea of lotting such a 
hair-brained adventurer endanger the peace 
of the two countries by his looli.-h pranks is 
preposterous. We are glad to see in this con 
nection that the Feniafi brotherhood in Sew 
V nk havo passed resolutions denouncing the 
wholo thing, and pronouncing O'Xeil an im- 
postor as lar as ho may represent himself 
connected withlheir organisation.

A PROCLAMATION. 

The President has just issued the following: 
By the President of tho United States of 
America, 

A PROCLAMAT.'OX. 
Whereas, Unlaw ul combinations nnd con- 
spiracies have long exulted, and do still exist 
in the State of South Carolina, lor the purpose 
of depriving certain portions and classes of 
the people of that Slnti; of the rights, privi- 
leges, immunities, and protection named in the 
Constitution of the United States, And secured 
Oy the act of Congress approved April JO, 1871, 
entitled "An act to enforce the provisions of 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion ol the United Slates;" and whereas, in cer- 
tain parts of said State, to-w it, iu the counties 
of Spartanburg;, York, Star-ion, Chester, Liu- 
rens, Newberry, Fitrfield, Lancaster, and Ches- 
lerlicld, such combination* and conspiracies do 
so obstruct Aud hinder the execution of the 
laws of said Stale, and of the United States, 
as to deprive the people aforesaid of the riuhts, 
privileges, Immunities, ami protection nlore- 
sxid, and do oppose and obstruct the laws of 
the United Stales and their due execution, and 
impede and obstruct the due course of justice 
under the same ; and whereas, ihe constituted 
authorities of said Stale are unable to protect 
the people aforesaid in such righ's within the 
said counties; and whereas, as the combina- 
tions tad companies aforesaid are organised 
and armed, and are so numerous and powerful 
as to he able lodety the constituted authorities 
ol said Stale and of the United Stales within 

the said State, and by any reason of said causes 

the conviction of such olt'euders and Ihe pres- 
ervation of Safety have become impracticable 
iu said counties; now, therefore, I, Ulysses S. 
Grant, President of the United States of Amer. 
lea, do hereby command all persons composing 
the unlawful combinations and conspiracies 
aforesaid to disperse and to retire peaceably to 
their homes w ithin live days of lh-_- date hereof, 
and to deliver, either to the Marshal of ihe 
United States for the district of South Ciro- 
liiu, or to any of his deputies, or to any mili- 
tary officer of the United States within said 
counties, all arms, ammunition, uniforms, dis- 
guises, and oilier means and implements used, 
kept, possessed, or controlled by them, for car- 
rying out the nnlawfnl purposes for which the 
combinations and conspiracies are organized. 

Iu w itness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United Slates 
to be affixed. Done at the city of Washing- 
ton the twelfth day ol October, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-one. and of the independence of the 
United States of America the ninctv-sixth.

Reaolrtd, First, thai wc recoinincd to the 
members of the bar and bench throughout the 
Stale of Kentucky lhat liny meet in conven- 
tion in the city of Louisville on the 15th day 
of December, 1S71 

That among the matters which will proper- 
ly claim the alteutiou of Said convention 
are: 

First — The propriety of branching the Ap- 
pellate Court of this State so thai ils sessions 
shall be held in each of Ihe Appellate dis- 
tricts. 

Second — The organization of nn interme- 
diate Appellate Court, so as to diminish the 
number of records to be passed upon by the 
present court. 

Third — The recommendation of a system of 
equity practice which will give more prompti- 
tude and efficiency to the administration of jus- 
tice in our courts of equity. 

Fourth — The recommendation of a thorough 
revision of our laws of evidence. 

Filth — The recommendation to bio Excel- 
lency the Governor of Kentucky of suitable 
persons to revise Ihe statutes of Kentucky. 

Sixth — Such other matters as may come be- 
fore said convention in furtherance of a sound 
and uniform administration of law.

T11K KIUST NEWSPAPER 

Ever published west of the Miami and north' 
of the Ohio river, was the Western Sun, which ' 
began to "shine for all, ' at Vincennes, on the 
4th of July, 1804, under the editorship and, 
proprietorship of Elihu Stout, who removed 
from Kentucky to the Indiana Territory (or 
the purpose of starting it. He purchased his 
press and type in Frankfort, Kentucky, early 
in thai year, and shipped these, with "a smafl 
supply of printing material, in a small boat, 
on the Kentucky river, for Vincennes. The 
publication of this paper was continued by | 
Mr. Stout until 1845, when he was appointed ' 
postmaster, and sold out his paper. The pub. 
lication of the Western Sun, Tor raany years, 
was carried on under many difficulties and 
disadvantages. Judge Law says that all the j 
printing materials had to be transported from 
Ueorgelown, Kentucky, that being the nearest 
point where they could be procured. And; 
there being no public conveyances in those I 
days, Mr. Stout was for many years compelled 
lo transport all his priming materials on horse- 
back, taking with him Hirer horses, one for 
riiling and two fur packing. The regular 
files of this paper from the start are pre. 
served.

Carts vs. Wagons. 

Carts arc rarely soon on American farms, and 
the neglect with which these useful vehicles 
are treated is far from indicating a true rcono- 
mv. Carts have many advantages over wagons 
in the ordinary work of a farm. They are 
Cheaper, Inu good carls costing less than one 
wagon; and two horses working in carls will 
do the woik of three in wagons. The load lie- 
in^ so much nearer to the draft, the horse 
draws it more easily; while, being undisturbed 
by the neighborhood of another horse — [he 
etforUJ of which are sometimes a hindrance in- 
stead of a help to his fellow, more especially 
in a badly mated team — his undivided atten- 
t on is given to his work, and the whole useful 
effect of his exertions is secured. Caris arc 
more easily loaded than wagons. If prope'ly 
constructed, the body of the cart is nearer the 
ground than that of a wagon; and in loading 
all heavy tueterial, such as manure, stone, 
earth, lime, etc., the exertion of the laborer is 
c pi. lined tpaijrtj to the arms; while had he to 
lilt the inaicit.il one foot higher, the action of 
the muscles of almost the whole body would 
he required. They are more easily unloaded. 
The dumping of a cart-load cf any material 
used on a farm is almost instantaneous, while 
the unloading of a wagon is nearly as laborious 
as the loading, and the time occupied is a seri- 
ous tax. A load of a toucan be put on a cart, 
and one horse will draw it with ease. The 
line of draft is Irom below upward, which en- 
ables the horse to use the lifting pQwer of his 
lore legs? He will back it with equal ease, be- 
cause the weight of his body is thrown into 
the breeching, ad. ling to the pushing power of 
his limbs; while he will turn his load in a space 
equal to that which he and the cart occupy on 
the ground. This is a great advantage in the 
hay or harveet field, and saves much traveling 
in turning round. 

Another great benefit from the use of carts 
is that a continuous loading of hay 01 grain 
can go on in the lietd, one cart being loaded 
while another is being unloaded; thus keeping 
the field force always occupied, with no in- 
crease in the number of horses used. With a 
suitable rack, twelve hundred pounds of loose 
hay may be loaded on a cart. 

The style of cart is a matter for considera- 
tion, liy having the axle of iron, and bent, 
the body of the cart may be litoiijfbl down as 
near to the ground as may be desired; the same 
arrangement will permit the ^ise of larger 
wheels. The center of gravity of the load is 
thus brought considerably below the line of 
draft, making the drift easier, and the balance 
of the load much more readily secured, 'flu- 
body of the cart may be built up of narrow 
slais, put J si X inches apart, which will lighten 
itconsidsrably. This may be irsed when manure 
or any coarse loads are to be moved, if earth, 
lime, or gravel is to be loaded, light boards 
may be laid in loosely to confine it.

Old Shoes. — You probably think that if you 
look very sharply at an old shoe when you 
throw it away, you will know it again if ever 
it comes back to you. But that does not at all 
follow. One of these days you may button 
your dress with an old pair of slippers, comb 
your hair with a boot, or grasp a cast.olf gait- 
er in your hand while you eat your dinner. 
You do not see how this can be? Well, we 
will tell you. 

Old shoes are turned to account by manufac- 
turers in the following manner: They are cut 
into very small pieces, and kept for a couple 
of days in chloride of sulphur. The effect of 
this is to make the leather hard and brittle. 
Next, the. material is withdrawn from the ac- 
tion of the chloride of sulphur, washed with 
water and dried. When thoroughly dry, it is 
ground to powder, and mixed with some sub- 
stance like glue or gum, that causes it to ad- 
here together. It is then pressed into molds 
and shaped into buttons, combs, knife handles, 
etc. So you see bow it may come to pass that 
you will comb your hair with a boot, and fas- 
ten your clothes with a slipper. — Exchange. 

Remedy for Ear Ache.— Generally, heat is 
the best remedy. Apply a warm poultice. or 
warm oil to the ear. Bub the back of the ear 
with warm laudanum. In case of fetid dis- 
charge, carefully syringe the ear with warm' 
milk and water. In all cases keep the ear 
thoroughly cleansed. Relief is often given by 
rubbing the back of the ear. with a little harts- 
horn and water.
